To all that bear good will to Zo, and love the Lord Jeſus, that have either power, opportunity, or hearts 
co appear for Him » and his Righteous Cauſe, in this Day, $0 


Hat in ſenſe of the late eminent and wonderful appearance of the Lord, who hath pleaſed not only thereby to gork out ſo miracu» 
lous a ſalvation and deltverance for a poor ſcattered and divided handful of his unworthy p:ople;from the rage and malice of a potent 
united, and inraged enemy» that like Bees on every fide roſe up againſt them. r 
Bur more eſpecially, and chat which 1s more worth then thouſands of our Lives and Liberties, has he oiven ſuch good hopes ( by 
his {ill continued Revolutions and Over-turnings ) of reviving his bleſſed Cauſe again in the midi of us, after ſo many years death 
 _ypontt; viz, The Exalration of the Kingdome and Intereft of Jeſus Chriſt, the glorious King of Saints and Nations, in the ptoml- 
Ip "gl downfall of rhe Tyrannous, Beaſtly , and Autichtittian Inter:ft > which*for ſo many hundred years has ſo bloudily domineer'd in 
the earth. 

We therefore having our hearts ſomewhar warmed andaftected herewith , ſeeing as yer ſo lictle improvement of the opportunity once more offer= 
ed , do take our ſelves concerned, with others of our dear Brethren that have gone before us herein, to be pleading and crying out for thoſe things 
which rhe Lords late Voice ſeems loudly to call for at our hands, . _ S} 

And firſt ; we deſire in ſenſe of his great goodneſs, (and as we would be ſerviceable to the Lord in his great deſigns on foot ) earneſtly to fiir up 
our ſelves, and all che Lords people that are any way touch with his late gracious Appearance; to a ſpeedy, thorough, and ſerious ſearchs how far any 
have had heart or hand in the lite Dreadful Revolc and turning afide from the Lord in that fearful Apoltacy, by ſerting up, {tanding by, or flatcer- 
ingly addreſſing to either of thoſe two perſons, or others that 1n V—— ro the Work and Cauſe of God, has in chief been ſer over us, occafioning 
ſo much Atheiſme, Reproach, and Blaſphemy : And that as any may be juſtly chargeable herewith, thar there be accordingly a hearty return to the 
Lord, by a ſuitable repenrahtce) taking the ſhame, and giving God rhe glory. 

Secondly , that ſince the Lord has been pleaſed once again, by his diſtingutſhing Providence, upon the late deciſion, to make a viſible ſeparation 
betwixr friends and enemies ; (and ſo far ro unravel che Apoltacy, whoſe chief work ir was to twiſt all Intereſts rogether , as though Chriſt and An+ 
tichriſt were to be uniced ) chat in order ro common preſervation and prorection,and the ſecuring our beings, all ſpeedy and iawful wayes may be ta- 
ken for the incorporating, uniting and impowering all known friends ; the diſcountenancing, weakning, and outing all known enemies. 

And thirdly, we doz as in conlcience bound, cry out for ſome ſpeedy exemplary Jultice and puniſhment upon the heads of all ſorts that had their 
hands in the late Treaſon and Rebellion , that occaſioned the expence of that Blood and Treature , and gave ſuch general diſturbance throughout 
theſe three Natians, 

And fourrhly, in order to out well-being, and carrying on a thorough Reformation ſo long groaned after, and bled for, we loudly call out for that 
holy, equal, biief, and plain Law given by Godin rhe Scriptures, to be rhe declared Law of theſe Nations, in oppoſition to the heatheniſh, ryran- 
nous and Popiſh Laws yet in force amongſt us : And that men that are belt read, and practiſed and molt anſwering the qualifications of Magiſtrates, 
according to Scripture-Rule, viz. men of courage, fearing God, and hating coverouſnels , may be only imploy'd (as near as poſſible) ro diſpence and 
execute under Chriſt this righreous Rule, in oppoſition ro the ignorant, prophane, and ſcandalous ; that ſo alſo ſome ſpeedy courſe may be taken ro 
ſuppreſs that dilatory, vexatious» and oppreſſive way, that has ſo long been exercts'd by the mercenary, cruel, and covetous Lawyers, the ſhame of 
our Nation , and o utterly (in their corrupt courſe of practite) inconſiftent ro a Commonwealth. 

Fifthly,char as the moſt effeual way to ſuppreſs and remove the Antichriſtian Miniſtery,(who have been ſ:ch Ring-leaders in this late Rebellion;) 
and ſo conſequently ro promote and propagate the Goſpel of Jeſus Chriſt, and the New-Teſtament-Miniſtration thereof ; Firſt, we claim » that the 
1npolition of that Jewiſh and Antichrittian yoke of Tythes be removed : Andrhe rather ; 


Firſt, Becauſe we find neither Law of God, nor by his Providence any from man, at this day, to inforce the ſame, 
Secondly, Becauſe of late there has been that light, charſirengrh of Reaſon and Argument offered ro publike view, both from the Laws of God 


and Man»that none has been able to and before,or rationally ro reply unto : See e Ailton, Pierſon, Osburny Fc. 

And ſecondly , that as an intolerable burden, inconſiſtent with the Liberty of Conſcience unto all, the Rulers forbear for ever to impoſe any Nati= 
onal or Parochial Miniſtery, ſo as to inforce any form of Worſhip ſuited to their intereſt, or compel men of one perſwaſion, to maintain any man of 
another in the Miniſtery » or to lay a ftumbling-block in the way of unbelievers, to thz derogation of Chriſt, by compelling them to maintain his 


Miniſters. 
And lallly, the better romake all this pra&icable, and to remove all lets our of the way, we do moſt earneſtly beg and cry aloud for a ſpeedy and 


efteQual ing the Rule laid down by the late Rulers, ſo agreeable tothe Word of God, to all Officers in Publike Trutt, both Civil and Milita- 
ry, throughout the Nation, which we herewith inſert , wiſhing it may be writ in Letters of Gold , for every one to take notice of that he that runs 
may read ; viz. That Declaration of the ninth of May, 1659. T! hat all ſuch as ſoall be in any place of Truſt and Power within this (ymmonnealth, be 
able for the diſcharge of ſuch Truſt, and that they be perſons fearing God, that have given teſtimony of their true love to all the people of God, and of their 
faithfulneſs to the Cauſe of this Commonwealth. Andtt all ſuch as anſwer not this wholeſome Rule, (chus by Gods Providence own'd, laid down, and 
aſlerred, as the qualification to Magiſtracy and Truſt) be ſpeedily removed all places of Authority and Truſt, and others be forthwith Rill called, 
anſwering the ſame ; chat our enemies be not our Judgesnor rule over us: And that there may be a Publike Liberty to charge ; and thar ir may be 


penal for any to continuezrhac are found unanſwerable thereto.
